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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitations 
reciting an apparatus for producing discontinuous lengths of filament including a sensor 
system to generate signals representing actual current roll property of each rolls as 
claimed and an actual current radial spacing between the rolls as claimed, and a control 
system being operable to generate drive command based on predetermined control 
parameters and the signals from the sensor system to synchronize the sensed roll 
properties and to position the rolls radially as claimed in combination with other 
limitations set forth in claims 15 and 24 are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior 
art. For example, Cote discloses variable velocity cutting cylinders with a control device 
to control an angular velocity in order to cut signatures of a desired length. Green 
discloses a sensor system and a control system to control a rotating knife to cut the 
workpiece into predetermined lengths. Okahashi discloses a clearance detecting 
means to detect a clearance and a clearance adjusting unit for adjusting the clearance. 
However, Cote, Green, and Okahashi, alone or in combination, do not disclose the 
apparatus for producing discontinuous lengths of filament as claimed including the 
sensor system to generate signals representing actual current roll property of each rolls 
as claimed and an actual current radial spacing between the rolls as claimed, and the 
control system being operable to generate drive command based on predetermined 
control parameters and the signals from the sensor system to synchronize the sensed 
roll properties and to position the rolls radially as claimed in combination with other 
limitations set forth in claims 15 and 24.
